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Jobs, growth 
and council 
tax freeze 
prioritised 


CREATING jobs, fighting crime and 
increasing economic growth were 
top of the list when the council set 
its key spending priorities for the 
next financial year. 

The council agreed the funding for a 
number of key initiatives when it set its 
budget for the next financial year at a 
meeting last Wednesday (Feb 26). 

Its programme of spending covers 
initiatives designed to tackle poverty 
and improve economic growth 
reflecting residents’ concerns about 
unemployment, crime and regeneration. 

The council outlined plans for 
continued funding of the borough’s 
innovative employment programme, 
which is providing work for people worst 
hit by the changes to the welfare system. 

The coming year will also see further 
development of new skills centres giving 
residents more opportunities into work 
and training in key industries with good 
employment prospects. 

Money will also be spent on key anti- 
crime schemes, including a newly- 
formed police team set up to combat 
domestic violence, in addition to the 
highly-successful Violent and Organised 
Crime Unit (VOCU) which was set up in 
2008. 

Funding has been earmarked for the 
continued development of four key 
growth areas across the borough which 
are set to stimulate the wider economy of 
the borough.

Noisy dogs are a nuisance 


IN regards to raising awareness of 
responsible dog ownership, when people 
take ownership of a dog but are unable 
or unwilling to give it as much attention 
and exercise as it needs, it can end up 
either stuck outside or confined for 
very long periods of time without the 
company, stimulation and change of 
scenery that it needs. 

This results in boredom, distress, health 
problems and sometimes destructive 
behaviour. For people living nearby, the 
sometimes constant noise of barking is 
also distressing. 

When there is this ‘casual’ neglect of an 
animal, there seems to be a gap in any 
support or services to try to help improve 
the quality of life for the dog and 
neighbours if the owners are unwilling 
to address the problem. 

This kind of scenario is not covered by 
the RSPCA, Council Dog Wardens and 
the Noise Nuisance Team can only partly 
address difficulties. 

It would help by having a designated 
animal ownership advice group with 
powers to do more and monitor noise 
nuisance. 

I realise that such an idea is difficult 
given the financial restraints on the 


council, but feel it is a project well worth 
consideration.

• A spokesman for the royal borough said: 
"Thank you for your letter. You rightly point 
out the royal borough's responsibilities 
regarding the measures available to us ^ 
in dealing with dog related problems. As ^ 
mentioned in GT on February 1 1 , the stray 
dog collection service operates in order to 
pick up dogs and endeavours to return the 
animal to its owner whenever possible. You 
can call this service on 020 8921 81 30 or, 
outside office hours, 020 8921 4661 . 

We also deal with noise nuisance associated 
with barking dogs, although of course, we 
must first be satisfied that the animal is 
causing a nuisance to be able to pursue with 
the owner. 

Further information about our noise service 
can be found on our website at www.

Our recent article also mentioned the royal 
borough's commitment in reducing incidents 
and accidents involving dogs, and in 2009 
introduced Dog Control Orders in an attempt 
to curb this problem. 

The royal borough also holds regular events 
to encourage responsible dog ownership, 
with a number coming up in March."

Colombian guest gives children real life lesson in Fairtrade

SCHOOLCHILDREN heard at first 
hand how buying fairly-traded goods 
makes a massive difference to people’s 
lives. 

It happened last Wednesday, when they 
met a Colombian banana grower who was 
special guest at the borough’s launch of 
Fairtrade Fortnight. 

Talking through an interpreter, Spanish- 
speaking Alexis Martinez told them: “You 
can impact on the lives of people on the 
other side of the world when you buy 
Fairtrade bananas. 

“Some workers have been able to buy 
pieces of land so they can build houses 
for their families. We are also building a 
school on land we have bought. 

“It has all been made possible by 
you asking your families to buy fairly- 
traded products when they go to the 
supermarket.” 

Children from Charlton Manor and 
Millennium primary schools went along 
to the launch event at Woolwich Town 
Hall, and Senor Martinez answered 
their questions about how much banana 
growers earned and what their working 
hours were like. 

Other Fairtrade products were on display 
from Sainsbury’s, Asda, Morrisons and 
Tesco which stock them. 

Items included coffee, chocolate, 
pineapples, tea and wine. These will now 
be passed on to the Greenwich Foodbank. 

Mr Martinez was welcomed by the 


Deputy Mayor of Royal Greenwich, Cllr 
Mick Hayes, and deputy council leader Cllr 
Peter Brooks. 

Cllr Brooks said: “The slogan of this 
year’s theme - ‘Make Bananas Fair’ - 
makes a real difference. 

“Buying a Fairtrade banana over a 
normal banana can ensure that we make a 
difference to the lives of millions of people 


in the developing world.” 

Also present was Tim Sullivan, 
Greenwich Director of the South East 
London Chamber of Commerce. 

He said: “We are openly supporting 
Fairtrade, and we want to bring its benefits 
to the international community.” 

Royal Greenwich was awarded Fairtrade 
borough status in 2006 for its commitment

Services for children 
and vulnerable adults 
and those which support 
people in their own homes 
will also see a boost in 
investment. 

A focus on improving 
tourism and the local 
economy will see funding 
to create further jobs in 
that sector while plans to 
redevelop local facilities 
such as Sutcliffe Park and 
the Borough Halls will 
progress. 

Councillors say prudent 
budgeting in the face of 
£70m in government cuts 
has helped to maintain 
services and keep council 


tax at the same level for a 
7th year. 

Royal borough council 
leader Chris Roberts, 
said: “We have set our 
budgets and we are 
spending money on the 
services and initiatives 
that residents tell us they 
want prioritised.

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Council observes minute's silence for Lee 


ROYAL Greenwich councillors 
held a minute’s silence in 
memory of Lee Rigby at the 
start of a full council meeting 
last Wednesday. 

The tribute came after two 
men were sentenced earlier 
that day for his killing. 

The soldier’s death near 
Woolwich Barracks last year 
made headlines around the 
world. 

Royal borough council 
leader Chris Roberts said: “No 


sentence can possibly assuage 
the grief of the family of 
Drummer Lee Rigby. 

“They remain in our 
thoughts and prayers. 

“We can only hope that the 
outpouring of sympathy from 
the public, following the loss 
of one of our soldiers, tenders 
some comfort and pride to 
them. 

“We shall always be thankful 
for his service to his country.” 

Michael Adebowale, 22, 


from Greenwich, and Michael 
Adebolajo, 29, from Romford, 
drove at the 25-year-old 
soldier with a car before 
murdering him in front of 
horrified onlookers on May 
22 last year. 

At the Old Bailey last 
Wednesday, Mr Justice 
Sweeney gave Adebolajo a 
whole-life sentence with no 
chance of parole. 

Adebowale was given life 
with a minimum term of 45 


years. 

The men had been told 
they could face whole-life 
jail terms after a key appeal 
court ruling last month 
declared that such sentences 
can be used in the UK. 

A book of condolence placed 
in Woolwich Town Hall after 
Fusilier Rigby’s killing was 
signed by thousands of local 
people, of all ages, faiths and 
backgrounds and presented 
to the Army. 


Homes swap scheme 
helps 240 households

A SCHEME to help housing 
association and council tenants 
exchange homes if they want 
something bigger - or smaller - has 
become a major success. 

A total of 240 households have now been 
helped into new homes, supported by 
council housing staff. 

Two events, called Mutual Exchange, 
were held to give residents options on 
alternative housing. 

Some needed a smaller home, perhaps 
because children had grown up and 
moved out. 

Others needed something larger, 
because their families were growing and 
they needed more room. 

Exchanges can provide the quickest way 
of finding a new home, and the moving 


arrangements can sometimes be agreed 
within weeks. 

The scheme is open to council and 
housing association tenants. 

All landlords must agree before an 
exchange can go ahead. 

At the most recent mutual exchange 
event at Woolwich Town Hall, 126 
households were registered for the house 
exchange scheme on one day. 

Within 24 hours their mutual exchange 
accounts were activated, allowing them 
to start their search. 

Cllr Steve Offord, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for housing, said: “Our 
Mutual Exchange scheme is designed to 
help residents move into a more suitable 
home as soon as possible. 

“It’s a real option for those in search 
of alternative housing and as successful 
deals can be made within weeks. 

“It’s often much faster than going on the 
housing register. 


“The events we have run so far have been 
really successful, with 240 households 
finding better suited accommodation 
already. 

“This represents an increase of almost 
30 per cent on the previous two years of 
exchanges completed. 

“We will continue to work with residents 
to find solutions to their housing needs.” 

To apply for a mutual exchange in the 
borough, tenants need to do is complete a 
registration form.

ENGINEERING students at the 
borough’s new University Technical 
College are learning to build the 
railways of the future - and helping 
to plug the growing national 
shortage of people with the right 
technical skills. 

In its latest survey, the UK Commission 
for Employment and Skills says that 
although job vacancies are returning to 
pre-recession levels, many employers are 
still finding it hard to recruit people with 
the right skills. 

University technical colleges (UTCs) are 
new schools developed to fill the skills 
gap by training young engineers to have 
the talent and skills industry demands. 

At Royal Greenwich UTC, students 
are working alongside experts from 
Transport for London and Network Rail. 

The technical academy is for those aged 
14 to 19 and specialises in engineering and 
construction that need modern, technical, 
industry-standard equipment. 

These are taught alongside business skills 
and the use of ICT. With the University of 
Greenwich and employer sponsors Wates 
and Transport for London, the practical 


and academic studies are combined. 

Mike Sharp, the UTC’s principal, said: 
“The UK tradition of world-leading 
design, engineering and construction is 
under threat. 

“The Royal Greenwich UTC is 
nurturing the engineers and construction 
professionals of tomorrow to plug the 
skills gap and ensure that the products, 
skylines and systems of tomorrow’s world 
continue to flow from the UK.” 

Admissions for September are now 
being accepted from Year 9 and Year 11 
students. The Royal Greenwich UTC’s 
next open day is Saturday (March 8) 


from 10am to noon. Prospective students 
can tour the campus, see department 
demonstrations and hear presentations. 

The UTC open days are not just for 
students planning post-16 options. They 
are also for Year 8 students planning 
their GCSE courses. Students can apply 
to transfer to the UTC so they can begin 
their Year 9 at the college.

THE first turf has been 
turned to mark the 
beginning of work to 
expand the Greenwich 
& Bexley Community 
Hospice at Abbey Wood. 

The spadework was carried 
by hospice patron Baroness 
Howells of St David’s. 

She was joined by hospice 
chief executive Kate Heaps, 
estates manager Michael 
Power, and site manager 
Stewart Wilson. 

The first dig marks the start 
of a programme including 
refurbishing the kitchen and 
courtyard garden, improving 
the main building’s access, a 
purpose-built rehabilitation 
gym and the development of 


a community hub and care 
centre. 

The new extension, set 
to open early next year, 
will enable the hospice to 
provide more education and 
training, open up its facilities 
to community groups and 
develop new services. 

Baroness Howells, who was 
appointed patron last year, 
said: “I am delighted to be 
a part of such a worthwhile 
and vital resource for our 
communities here in Bexley 
and Greenwich.”

A guide is being sent to firms this month

RESIDENTS are being warned to 
avoid paying unnecessary charges 
for driving licences. 

Several incidents in the past few months 
have been referred to royal borough 
trading standards officers from the 
Citizens Advice Bureau. 

Now they are urging residents to stick to 
websites ending in .gov.uk when seeking 
licence information or making a licence 
application. 

It follows several incidents of people 
being unnecessarily charged when 
applying for licences because they click 
on sponsored links or adverts. 

In the cases reported applicants have 
been charged for services such as checking 
documents or changing information. 

Several incidents of people being 
charged to apply for a licence have also 
been reported. 

Extra costs are as much as £50, while 
some websites appear to charge as little 
as £1, prompting identity theft fears. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, cabinet member 
for community safety and environment, 
said: “The problem seems to be with new 
drivers being caught out and paying for a 
service they don’t actually need. 

“Our advice would be to stick to websites 
which end in .gov.uk and which have links 
to the government service you want, and 


if you have any concerns to ask a friend 
or relative to help you.”

Nuisance calls phone scam 


ROYAL Greenwich trading 
standards experts are 
warning residents of 
the latest scam where 
people are tricked into 
buying equipment to stop 
them getting nuisance calls. 
The scammers claim to be 
calling from the Telephone 
Preference Service (TPS) 
explaining that there have 
been a lot nuisance calls in 
the area and that they can 
stop all nuisance calls for a 
one off payment. 

After payment the caller 
claims they will send a 
box that plugs into the 
telephone socket or 
attaches to the telephone 
that will stop nuisance calls. 


Now trading standards 
officers are reminding 
people that the TPS is a 
free service that allows 
you to opt out of receiving 
unsolicited call and that 
they do not sell any 
equipment that stops 


nuisance calls. 

They say the TPS never 
contact subscribers to 
ask for personal details 
or payment and advise 
residents to take details of 
the company then hang up.

A M A JOR campaign has been 
launched to encourage 
all schoolchildren in 
the borough to read more. 

The council has tagged 2014 as 
‘The Year of Reading’ in Royal 
Greenwich, and is leading a range of 
new initiatives to encourage junior 
citizens to get stuck in a good book. 

Staff are volunteering to run 
book groups in both primary and 
secondary schools, and encourage 
greater use of school libraries. 

The campaign comes on the release 
of the latest Key Stage 2 results for 
reading, which show there is scope 
for improvement for pupils leaving 
primary school. Greenwich’s 
reading levels are still above the 
national average for 10 and 11-year- 
olds but the council decided more 
could be done to help children enjoy 
books and read more confidently. 

Figures showed that pupils who 
failed to secure the expected level 
often missed out because they were 
not able to make connections between 
the text and the authors’ sub-plots. 

The campaign aims to help 
children and young people become 
“immersed” in a wide range of 
books to broaden their experience, 
and help them to become well- 
rounded citizens of the world of 
books, the media and the Arts. 

The council recently hosted a 
special conference called ‘Readingfor 
Pleasure Changes Lives’ involving 
children’s author Michael Rosen 
and teaching staff from Thomas 
Tallis, Blackheath Bluecoat, Cherry 
Orchard, Morden Mount, Horn Park 
and Deansfield. Together with 
Windrush - schools said to be models 
of best practice in encouraging 
children to enjoy reading. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “Our campaign is 
not just about encouraging young 
people to read more, which is vitally 
important in itself.

A SINGER songwriter is looking for votes 
for a competition which could launch his 
career in earnest.

GESMAY Paynter was among authors who 
entertained audiences with their tales 
during the South East London Writers 
Festival, which attracted 480 extra visitors 
to borough libraries. 

Born in the Seychelles, she has visited 50 
countries and now written a book called 
‘Sharing Bananas: As a bunch we can do 
more.’ 

Her story is about how she has 
assimilated the cultures of the places and 
people she has visited. 

A charity she helped set up has helped 
Philippines natives whose lives were 
destroyed by a volcano erupting. 

They now sell their crafts, made from 
volcanic ash which has a clay-like property, 
at markets once a month, with money 
going back into their community. 

In April, she will return to the Seychelles, 
where she has been invited to set up a 
school, and be followed by a film crew. 

Explaining her motto to listeners at 
Woolwich Library, in national book week, 
she said: “When you put your intention out 
there, the universe is there to help you.”

BIDDING FOR PROPERTIES 

People on the Housing register are able to bid for all properties, 
regardless of their banding. You must be eligible for the size of 
property and bids will be considered in the following order: 

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order. 

Those in Band C will then be considered in registration date order. 

Please note that there will still be some properties with age 
restrictions so only people of this age group can apply for these. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
